before Lord Mobun got his two Wounds, for they were 
both given at Arms length. The only poſſible way 
to ſuppoſe Lord Mobun gave the Wound, was by ſhort- 
ning his Sword, and in a Struggle; but as no Man, 
after two ſuch mortal Wounds, was ibi to ſtand, much 
leſs to ſtruggle; ſo even in that Caſe the Wound would 
Have gone ſtill more and more backwards, whereas this 
Wound goes forward, But what puts this Matter out 
of Diſpute, is, that when the Park- Keepers and others 
came up, my Lord Mohun was lying on the Ground, 
as appears by their own Printed Depoſitions, upon his 
Back, and had his Sword in his Hand by the Handle, 
at its full length in the puſhing Poſture. Had he once 
ſhortned his Sword, he cou'd never have again recover d 
it, and lengthened it; this is a Demonſtration the 
Wound cou'd never be given by my Lord Mobun, and 
con- 
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conſequently muſt have been given by bother. But were 
this Matter in want of any further Proof, there is 
this other Circumſtance. e.. 


The Sword my Lord Mohn fought with, was a flat 
broad Sword, but the Wound appeared to be given by 
a corner'd Sword. This was the Opinion of an emi- 
nent Phyſician, when he look d upon the Wound g 

and he expreſs'd himſelf fo to ſeveral People, before he 
either knew there was any difference ob the Swords, 
or ſuſpected that Mackarrney had given the Wound ; 
and it is Impoſſible for a flat broad Sword to give any 
Wound, but muſt be either two corner'd; or four cor- 
nerd; whereas I ſay this Wound was three corner d, 
and given by Mac tartney's Sword, which was a hol 
low Blade. Add to this, all the four Swords have been 
puny and view'd, not only by the Coroner's Jury, 
ut by the Committee of Council; and it Was evident 
to every body, that Maat art ney's Sword was bioody 
about twelve Inches, which exactly 'correfpgnds to 
the deepneſs of the Duke's Wound, nor could his Sword 
have ſo much Blood by the Wound he gave Colonel 
Hamilton, ſince that is not above two Inches. 


What can poſſibly be a more plain Proof of Mackart-; 
ney's giving this mortal Wound. Colonel Hamilton has 
declared it. It was impoſſible for my Lord Mebun to 
give it, Mackarimeys Sword anſwers to the Wound,
